SHELL MAY END 


VALUE OF ARMOR 


New Explosive and Detonat- 
ing Fuse Tested by Army 
Develops Unprecedent- 
ed Powers. 


IS SECRET LONG SOUGHT. 


Plates of Krupp Steel Twelve 
Inches Thick Penetrated 
and Then Blown to 

Pieces. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
What is regarded by ordnance experts of the 
army and the navy as the most important 
advance in modern war devices since the per- 


fection of the Krupp face hardening process 
for armor has been achieved by the ord- 
nance department of the navy under the di- 
rection’ of its chief, Brig. Gen: William 
Crozier. It is no other than a new time fuse 
used in combination with the powerful secret 
explosive the formula of which is known only 
to the ordnance department. | 

The importance of this time fuse lies in the 
fact that it does not detonate the projectile 
until the penetration limit of the projectile 
is reached. Its great value to the United 
States will be understood when it is explained 
that with this fuse and a shell loaded with the 
secret explosive fired from a twelve inch gun 
a penetration of fourteen inches of Krupp 
armor has been secured before the detonation. 
The heaviest Krupp armor used in any battle- 
ship in the world is only twelve inches thick. 
Heretofore it has been regarded as absolutely 
invulnerable against the best shell and the 
most powerful rifle in existence. 


Navy Deeply Interested. 

The naval authorities have been informed 
of the achievement of the army ordnance 
officers and they are intensely concerned 
over the matter, as the success of the tests 
demonstrates that it is possible to fire a 
projectile which can penetrate thicker Krupp 
armor than protects the sides of any Amer- 
ican battleship. It has not been ghown, 
however, that the results achieved by the 
army can be duplicated with navy ord- 
nance. 

The army twelve inch rifle, with which 
the tests were made, is heavier than the 
navy twelve inch rifle, and is not regarded 
as suitable for use on shipboard. But to 
the minds of the military authorities it is 
clear that there is not an armorciad in any 
foreign navy that has armor tough enough 
to withstand complete penetration by the 
twelve inch shell filled with 2 new high 
fired from an army rifle. 


Time Fuse Long Sought. 

For a long time, in fact. ever since modern 
armor and modern ordnance have been in 
use, ordnance experts all over the world 
have been trying to get a fuse that would not 
detonate the shell until the limit of penetra- 
tion had been reached. One great difficulty 
was that the tremendous force of the impact 
of shell and armored target caused the fuse 
to be detonated, thus destroying the effect 
desired, which was to keep the shell intact 
until it had gone the desired distance into the 
armor. 

Success in this regard would mean that 
with complete penetration the shell would be 
exploded inside of the vessel, inflicting dam- 
age many fold greater than if it exploded on 
the outside of the armor. 


Army Has Solved Problem. 
The ordnance Officers of both the army and 
the navy of the United States havé been de- 
voting much time to the study of this im- 


portant matter, and it is practically certain 


that the army experts have overcome the 
previous difficulty encountered. Their ulti- 
mate triumph has been due largely to the 
marvelous results achieved with the new 
high explosive. They found that a small 
quantity of this was of greater strength than 
a large quantity of any other high explosive. 

One difficulty that has been encountered in 
the use of explosives in armor piercing shell 
was that so great a quantity of explosive 
material was required that it was necessary 
to make the walle of Shell so thin that 
they could not withstand the effect of im- 
pact with modern armor. 


Heavier Shell; Lighter Charge. 

It was found, however, that equal or 
greater results were achieved with thick 
walled shells loaded with the necessarily 
smaller quantity of the new army explosive. 
With the new fuse, which is not exploded by 
the force of the impact, these thick walled 
shells were not exploded until they had 
reached the limit of their penetration, and, 
more important still, the explosion gave an 
additional penetration. 

Heretofore a common twelve inch armor 
piercing shell has been unable to penetrate 
more than seven inches of Krupp armor. 
It has been found that these shells, loaded 


with the army high explosive, detonated by 
the new fuse, have beén able to penetrate 


twelve inches of Krupp armor. 


Surpasses All Other Tests. 

No known twelve inch shell loaded with any 
other high explosive has been able to pene- 
trate twelve inches of armor hardened by the 
Krupp process. Actual tests made by the 
army ordnance department recently have 


demonstrated that fourteen inches of Krupp 
armor can be penetrated with a projectile 
containing the new explosive and the latest 


fuse. 

Of course, the properties and arrangement 
of the are as great a secret as the 
formula of the high explosive. The fuse has 
a time arrangement by which the actual 
moment of detonation is governed. It is said 
to have worked perfectly, not exploding the 
shell charge until the time fixed had expired. 

In some cases the shell achieved a penetra- 
tion of twelve inches, and on the detonation 
ot the high explosive by the new fuse an addl- 
tional penetration of two inches. 


Will Try to Keep Secret. 
Crozier says at present this govern- 
med the only one tn possession of either 
„ and an effort will be made to keep 


the secret from foreigners. Naval experts 


are greatly wrought up over this secret find 


of the army ordnance officers. They say if it 
is all that is claimed for it by Gen. Crozier 
it will revolutionize ship protection. It will 


require, for instance, a greater thickness 


of armor, which means added weight to the 
vessels of war and a consequent economy in 
other weights, possibly at the sacrifice of 
armament and the power of propulsion. This 
would mean a decrease in speed and a loss 
in fighting strength, but it would be abso- 
lutely necessary, say the naval constructors, 
if a ship is to be adequately protected against 
such a projectile as described by Gen. ad 


LOOK UP GHILD BRGGARS 


TWO SCORE YOUNG MENDICANTS 
OR PEDDLERS CAPTURED. 


Raid Made by Police Through Down- 
town Streets and Many Little Ones 
Are Caught Telling Tales of Pov- 
erty and Suffering—FUght and 
Capture of the Popp Family—News- 


paper Alley Visited and a Number 


of Boys Are Arrested. * 
In a raid the downtown streets last 
night forty ldren, all beggars or peddlers, 


were arrested and taken to the Harrison 
Street police annex and to the Juvenile home, 
G25 West Adams street. 

Three patriol wagons followed the police- 
men and picked up the children arrested. 
Many were caught as they were telling piti- 
ful tales of cruel parents and sick mothers. 
Several others were too quick for the de- 
tectives and dodged into alleyways and 
other avenues of escape. The raids will be 
continued until the streets are cleared of the 
baby beggars. 

When the raid began 7 year old Camillio 
Popp, with the tears running down his dirty 
cheeks, was telling a young woman dressed 


in the uniform of a nurse about his sick 


mother and a little baby sister at home in 
Polk street, with no food and no money. 
The nurse had her purse open and was drop- 
ping a quarter into the hand that was not 
brushing away the tears when Officers Gog- 
gin and Short of the Visitation and Aid soci- 
ety came around the corner at State and 
Monroe streets. Camillio had seen Goggin 
before. Several times he had run when he 
had seen Goggin coming, and he ran again. 
The quarter was forgotten. The nurse picked 
it up from the sidewalk. 


Flight of the Popp Family. 

Dodging through the crowd, the youngster 
darted north and ran into the first alley. 
Short and Goggin followed, but without suc- 
cess. Returning, they walked across Mon- 
roe street to Dearborn. There they saw Ca- 
millio run to his mother, speak a few words in 
Italian, and start to run south with her. A 
minute later Bennie, an 8 year old Popp, 
joined the family party on the run for the 
Polk street home. At Jackson boulevard 
Sue, who will be 11 Christmas day, was found, 
and she, too, started for home. In the en- 
trance of the Great Northern hotel Juliett, 


the oldest of the Popp children, had been tell- 


ing her stories, and the four children, with 
the mother pushing them all ahead of her, 
continued their journey. Then the officers, 
with Detectives Heeman and Murnane of 
the central detail office, caught the children, 
while the mother ran screaming away. 

The Popp children have all been arrested 
for begging and are paroled from the Juve- 
nile court. The police say they have been 
educated in the art of street begging, Hither 
of the boys can cry on à minute's notice. 
The home is at 104 Polk street. Tony Popp, 
the father, sometimes works in the railway 


yards as a laborer. 
Girl 


detail station last night. Sue was the 
spokesman for the family. She is a pretty 
child with big black eyes and long dark 
hair. As she talked she shrugged her shoul- 
ders fanned her face with a piece of paper, 
and told of the injustice of the arrest. 

J was going home at 9 o’clock,”’ she said, 
„and it was a quarter of 9 when the police- 
man caught me. I was not begging, only 
selling some papers. I go to school at the 
Harrison street school. My father is so 
sick that we all have to help him. Many 
times after hie lunch is all ready for him 
to take he gets sick. It is hard. And my 
mother has a little baby, too.“ 

Lieut. Collins accused her of trying to flirt 
with his policemen, but she shook her head 
as she indignantly denied it. She, with her 
sister and two brothers and a dozen other 
children, all under the age of 16 years, were 
loaded into a patrol wagon and taken to the 
Jiivenile home. 


Newspaper Alley Visited. 

After the raid on State and Dearborn 
streets the police descended on Newspaper 
alley, between Washington and Madison 
streets. A score of boys were found, some 
sleeping on the doorways, some shooting 
craps, and were brought in with the younger 
children. Most of them were over 16, and 
they were taken to the Harrison street 
annex, 

During the last month a large number of 
complaints have been made at the police sta- 
tions of the number of persons robbed while 
sleeping in the doorways of their homes. 
The thefts were almost always committed 
by children who roam about during the night 
sleeping wherever they find an empty box. 

Reports have been made to the Visitation 
and Aid society of the large number of small 
street beggars. Children with big bundles 
of unsold papers standing crying near the 
elevated stations and the depots have beeen 
seen every mght, and many dimes and 
quarters have been given them. Of those 
arrested last night but a small percentage 
have not been before the Juvenile court 
and have been paroled to different probation 
officers.

Rockefeller, Rothschild, and 
Nobel Said to Have Agreed 
on Control of All 
Markets. 


GREATEST TRUST OF ALL. 


Czar's Proposed Conference of 
Nations Declared to Be Pro- 
voked in Part by Latest 
nion of Capital.

LONDON, July 30, 3 a. m.—A combine 
more gigantic than any ever conceived has 
been effected, uniting into one trust ‘all the 
great oil interests in the world, according 
to the Daily Mail in its issue of thie morning. 
Three Great Interests Combine. 
The three monster oil interests of Rockefel- 
ler, Rothschild, and Nobel, it is said, have en- 


tered into a working agreement. The Daily 


Mail says: 

Thus, without any publicity, the 
trust the world has ever seen has 

Arrangement Long Hinted At. 

This combination has been hint in 
messages from Batoum and Moscow, 
and it has been more clearly shown 
in. the offers made to Russian oil ex- 
porters by representatives of the Nobel and 
Rothschilds’ interests for the absorption of 
the whole of their output. The exporters 
have been forbidden to sell through the 
agencies of these interests at a price ar- 
ranged by them, or to fight the combined 
forces of the three oil giants. This offer was 
made openly and with the idea of maintain- 
ing prices, and it has been refused, the Rus- 
sian exporters preferring to fight.

“It was doubtless this combine which in- 


duced the Russian government to issue invi- 
tations to an anti-trust conference. The 
spokesmen of combines declare it means a 
fight to the death, and that the independent

000,000 is the capital of the Standard Oil com- 
pany. 

The wells of the Standard company are lo- 
cated in the United States; the wells of the 
Nobels in Russia; and those of the Roths- 
childs in Russia, China, and other parts of 
Asia. 

Properties Worth. 561, 000, 000, O00. 

The value of the properties of the three oil 
kings is estimated at $1,000,000,000. 


The Standard Oil company controls 98 per 


cent of the oil business in all its branches in 
the United States, the 5 per cent being rep- 
resented by the Texas, California, and other 
flelds not altogether in the control of th 
Standard company. 


Nobels Control in Russia. 
The Nobel Oli company supplies Russia 
with practically its only illuminant, gas and 
electricity being the iiuminant of but 5 per 
cent of its people, and with the Standard 
Oll and the Rothschild companies controls 
the oil markets of Europe and Asia. 

The Nobel oil fields are located near Baku, 
Russia. They are managed by the son of 
Ludwig Nobel, who founded the business in 
1879. He was a brother of Alfred Nobel, the 
discoverer of dynamite, Whose will instituted 
a series of prizes, to be awarded annually 
to men who make the greatest achievements 
of the year in science and literature. 


TELLS OF PLOT TO ESCAPE

prisoners from Fort Sheridan wae brought

HES TROUBLE FOR 


DOUGLAS CHARNLEY SAYS BANK- 
RUPTCY THREATENS. 


He Fails to Reap Profit from Tobacco 
Plantation and Will Dispose of It— 
Ascribes Hard Times to Hope of 
Reciprocity with the United States, 
Which Led People to Borrow Money 
for Investment—Sugar and Tobacco 
Interests Suffer. 


Cuba is in danger of a revolution. Bank- 
ruptcy, idleness, and pillage threaten the 
life of the new republic. The failure of the 
reciprocity measure in the United States sen- 
ate is the cause which has set in motion the 
forces of ruin which now menace the island.” 

Such is the information brought to Chicago 
by Douglas Charnley of 99 Astor street, who 
returned on Monday from Cuba. 

Mr. Charnley for two years has owned a 
tobacco plantation in the island. Last year 
he made a profit of over 10 per cent on his 
investment. This year he did not make a 
dollar. He intends to dispose of his land as 
soon as possible and leave the island forever. 
He says there certainly is not now any 
chance for capital in Cuba, and that there 
does not seem to be any place for it in the 
near future. 


Due to Hope of Reciprocity. | 


He ascribes the present misery to the prom- 
ise of a reciprocity measure with the United 
States, which caused the borrowing of a 
good deal of money from the island banks, 
with warehouse receipts as securities. When 
the bill was defeated the securities depre- 
ciated, land owners went into bankruptcy, 
and the banks, being frightened, refused 
further loans, even on the best collateral. 

Such money as there is, said Mr. Charn- 
ley, is tied up. But there does not seem 
to be much of it. 

“Eight months or a year ago sugar was 
2% cents. Now it is 9-10 of a cent. It's be- 


cause of the failure of the treaty, they all 


say down there. People were so pleased 
with the prospect that they went into things 
pretty heavily. And when they found they 
had made a mistake in their premises there 
was nothing left for them to do. It wouldn't 
have been nearly so bad if only the Cubans 
hadn't expected reciprocty in the first place.” 


Cuban People Embittered. 

Mr. Charniey adds that the people ot the 
island are naturally a good deal embittered 
at what they consider a breach of faith. The 
money interests and the foreign investors 
are all strongly in favor of annexation as 
being the only way to produce a permanent 
stability out of chaos. But the politicians, 
who do not want to lose their jobs, as well 
as a few fiery patriots, are fast arousing 
a sentiment against this country by harping 
on the “ reciprocity cheat and Bragg’s let- 
ter. They all hate Bragg now,” said Mr. 
Charnley. 

Tobacco Growers Suffer. 


“Tobacco has suffered in like proportion 
as sugar,” he continued. “I have 60,000 
pounds of tobacco, which would have fetched 
$12 a hundred a year ago. Now it is worth 
$5.50. The desolation of all enterprise is ap- 
palling. There are two large plantations 
near me, for instance. Both of them have 
lost heavily this year. I saw the books of 
one and talked with the manager. It lost 
over 385,000 during the last year. 

Not so long ago the port of Havana used 
to take in $40,000 a year on customs. Now 
it is taking in 819,000. 

„What are the people of the island doing, 
then, in the face of the low price o fsugar 
and tobacco?” was asked. 

They are doing nothing,“ said Mr. Charn- 


ley.

MOB SEEKS LIFE OF INDIANA 
MAN WHOSE WIFE DISAPPEARS. 


Westville Citizens Foiled by Officers in 
Their Attempt to Lynch William 
Tolton, Charged with Uxoricide. :

Laporte, Ind., July 9. -I Special. }—Arouseda 
by the disappearance of Mre. William Tol- 
ton and the failure of her husband to ex- 
plain her whereabouts even after having 
been arrested and charged with murdering 
her, the citizens of Westville, a village twelve 
miles south of this place, late last night 
made an attempt to lynch Tolton. The de- 
termined action of the officers and the en- 
treaties of cooler citizene stopped the mob, 
and this morning Tolton was brought to this 
city and lodged in jail.

YATES STARTS AN 
ASYLUM INQUIRY. 


Governor Confers with “Len” 
Small and Then Decides 
On an Investigation 
at Kankakee. 


BLAME PUT ON POLITICS. 


Lax Methods at the Hospital 


Cause Wave of Indignation 
and Horror Through- 
out the State. 


The management of the Kankekee insane 
asylum is to be called to an accounting. 
Prompted by the exposure made in Tue 
TRIBUNE yesterday morning, Gov. Yates 
yesterday directed the trustees of the in- 
stitution to begin an inquiry at once, 

The charges, the facts concerning which 
were suppressed by the asylum authorities 
for more than two months—that two women 
patients of the institution have given birth 
to children in the asylum—aroused a wave 
of indignation throughout the city and state. 
On every hand there was a demand for 
au immediate and searching inquiry. 

While this inquiry already has been or- 
dered, the charge that a woman employé 
of the asylum became involved in similar 
trouble with a member of the board of trua- 
tees, is dismissed by the governor on the 
ground that it is too vague. The investiga- 
tion is to relate to “employés oniy.” 

Du. Emil G. Hirsch and Miss Julia Lath- 
rop, who resigned from the state board- of 
charities because of political management of 
the state charitable institutions, expressed 
themselves on the matter, declaring that the 
evils existing there are no more than could 
be expected. 


Sees Small; Orders Inquiry. 


Gov. Yates’ determination to order an in- 


quiry was announced after he had held a long 


consultation in Chicago with Senator Len 
Small, who is known as the power behind the 
asylum throne. It is by political control of 
the asylum that Mr. Small dominates politica 
in Kankakee county, and r> sooner were the 
eXposures made than he hrrried to Chicago 
to see the executive, who was in this city 
preparatory to starting for an outing in 
Michigan. 

After the conference with Mr. Small Gov. 
Yates gave out the following typewritten 
statement: 

“I have requested the board of trustees of 
the eastern hospital at Kankakee to m- 
vestigate and report upon the charges mads 
in the Chicago papers of this date, so far as 
they relate to employés. 

“As to the indefinite charge that a trustee 
has been guilty of immoral conduct, I will 
refer that charge to the state board of chari- 
ties whenever the paper making it will state 
what trustee it refers to. 

“The whole board cannot be put on trial 
because of an trresponsible attack which 
mentions no names and has no one to father 

Senator Small Perturbed. | 

Mr. Small came to Chicago early in the 
day, accompanied by E. C. Curtis, former 
speaker of the Illinois house of representa- 
tives. 

That he was much exercised over the ex- 


posures was plain to all who talked with ” 
him. He declared that the exposure carried 


insinuations against him that were not justi+ 
fied, and said that until yesterday he had ne 
knowledge of the case. 

“Of course,” he said, we will make a 
thorough investigation into the facts, and if 
the guilty persons are connected with the 
asylum, and we can discover who they are, 
their services will be dispensed with. 

„I have nothing to say about Dr. Corbul’ 
statement, but regarding the trustee under 
suspicion, if anybody has charges to make 
they should name him. It is hardly fair to 


throw suspicions of this kind on members of 


the board in general. 

„ do not know that we can go any further 
than to discharge the miscreants if we suc- 
ceed in discovering who they are, but every- 
thing will be done that can be to set the in- 
stitution right. I donot believe that the evils 
are the result of negligence on the part of the 
management.” 


Deplores the Exposure. 

Some members of the state board of chari+ 
ties professed to be shocked by the expos- 
ures. One of them, William Jayne of Spring 
field, could not understand why the charges 
should be printed, “ whether true or false.” 

Under date of Springfield, Mr. Jayne tele- 
graphed last night as follows: 

„Editor of The Tribune: I must say that 
I cannot understaod what prompts you to 
publish in your great newspaper such @ 
sensational and scorching article, whether 
true or false. 

“ You must know that it will serveto make 
unhappy and distressed every family in the 
state who are so unfortunate as to have 
any female of their family an inmate at Kan- 
kakee. If such information comes to you in 
apparent truthfulness, why not call or de- 
mand of the trustees of the hospital or of the 
state board of charities a prompt and thor- 
ough investigation? 

In my humble way, I am not only will- 
ing but anxious at all times to investigate 
any complaint brought by any repsonsible 
citizen of the state against the management 
of any charitable institution of the state. 
The authorities of Illinois desire the blaze 
of noonday to be directed upon the conduct of 
affairs in every institution and upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of all, from the super- 
intendent down to the humblest employé. 

„ But in the discharge of our varied and 
often dellcate duties we hope not needlessly 
to annoy or distress parties who may be in 
trouble and anguish because they have fe- 
male relatives suffering with mental aberra- 
tion.

Wants to Hear More.

There are few 
kinds of maladministration and cruelty 
which reflect more discredit on the manage- 
ment of an institution than does the state- 
ment regarding the misfortune of the 
women patients. ‘ 

“It is hard to make the public understand 
how fearfully the patients of an institution 
may suffer from political control, but an in- 
stance like this cannot but touch the most 
care « and indifferent. 

“It is the right of the public to know how 
the wards of the state are really dealt with 
and to what hazards they are subjected, and 
it is seldom, indeed, that the public does 
know. Reform in these matters can only be 
hoped for through publicity, and publicity can 
only be attained through the press. Tun 
TRIBUNE has performed a good public service 
in this painful matter.“ 

Hirsch Also Blames Politics. 

Dr. Bmil G. Hirsch, who also resigned 
from the board of charities, shares the views 
of Miss Lathrop. When seen at Atlantic 
City, N. J., yesterday, he said: 

There is only one soluton. This is poli- 
tlos—rotten politics. Ever since Gov. Alt- 
geld removed Dr. Richard Dewey from the 
Kankakee asylum that institution has gone 
steadily down. Mr. Dewey had the asylum 
running in a perfect and systematic way, 
and there never was such as this 
heard of then. 

Now it is not the most competent who 
get positions of trust and importance in 
Illinois charitable institutions. It all de- 
pends on politics. That is why I resigned 
from the board of managers during Gov. 
Yates’ term, for the reason that he appoint- 
ed, against our united protest, Mark Tan- 
ner, son of a former governor, to a position 
of trust in connection with work of this 
kind. Mr. Tanner knew as much about 
charity and charitable institutions as I do 
about tight rope walking. 

“What is needed is civil service regula- 
tions, and not until these institutions are 
taken from the grasp of politicians and men 
appointed who are authority on and compe- 
tent to carry out such work, will the char- 
F jtable institutions of Illinois be safe. 


Is a Critic of Yates. 


“The news that two asylum patients have 
given birth to children is no surprise to me. 
Such things are to be expected in institutions 
of charity that are run by a political ma- 
chine. There is a great need for reform in pol- 
itics, for politics and politicians are rotten 
in Illinois. . This is especially true since 
Gov. Yates has taken office. He has been 
trying his best to organize a political ma- 
chine of his own. It makes no difference 
whether you are a republicah or not, one 
must be a Yates man. . 

** Some time ago Gov. Yates removed Prof. 
Hart from the Jacksonville asylum for the 
blind on account of factional politics. One 
desiring a position of trust in Illinois nowa- 
days must be a Yates man or he gets left. 
Since the removal of Dr. Dewey, the Kan- 
kukee asylum has beena playground for 
pactisan politics and incompetents, and as 
long as the politics of the state remains cor- 
rupt and institutions of charity are made 
corrupt such disgraceful occurrences as re- 
ported in Tu TRIBUNE are to be expected.“ 


Court May Withhold Patients. 


Judge Carter of the County court said that 
the exposure, if authentic, showed a laxity 
of discipline, and that he would not send 
any more patients to the Kankakeeasylum 
unless their friends requested him to do so. 

It the facts in regard to the birth of chil- 
dren at the asylum are true, as reported, it 
would seem that more restrictions ought 
to be thrown around the patients,” said Judge 
Carter. Patients ought to be more care- 
fully guarded. As a rule, I have had more 
requests from relatives of insane persons to 
have them sent to Kankakee than our quota 
there would allow. Hereafter if friends of 
a patient do not want him sent to that in- 
stitution this court probably will not send 
him there.” 


Says System Is Lax. 

Dr. Harold N. Moyer, alienist, said it was a 
matter of common Knowledge that the dis- 
cipline at the Kankakee asylum is lax, and 
that politics enters too greatly into its man- 

ment. — 

“Any system that places: men in charge 
of patients at such an institution on any 
other basis than that of the best interest 
of the institution, and of the patients is bad,” 
said Dr. Moyer. “ It is a matter of common 
knowledge that the discipline at Kankakee 
is lax aud that politics has too much to do 
with the institution. This general laxness 
might be shown by many instances. It ap- 
pears that Gov. Yates is trying to build up a 
personal machine at the expense of the 
public institutions. Senator Small is proba- 
bly useful to him in this work, and probably 
he has rewarded him by the patronage of 
the asylum. 

But there is another side to the questioh. 
A total absence of suicides and other acci- 
Gents at an asylum would be a bad indica- 
tion. It would show that the patients were 
allowed no liberty. I should equally con- 
demn a system of discipline that would re- 
fuse to an insane patient the curative oppor- 
tunities of sunlight and fresh air and ex- 
ercise which would come from digging in the 
field, out of fear that he might commit suil-

QUESTION OF COMPROMISES IN 
CITY ATTORNEY'S OFFICE: 


Refusal to Sign the Agreement in a 
Damage Suit May Cause an Investi- 
gation of the Methods in the State's 
Attorney’s Office—Mr. Owens Ex- 
plains That the Present Is Better 
than the Old Way—Saye It Is Legally 


Through the refusal of two jurors in Judge 
Chetlain's court to sign a compromise ver- 
dict in a personal injury damage suit against 
the city the methods of the city law depart- 
ment in handling that class of cases are in a 
fair way to be investigated. 

The two jurors whe blocked a verdict in 
one of those cases are Charles Slee, 200 
Bowen avenue, and Charles Shepnire, 3401 
Hermitage avenue. They had been serving 
on juries before Judge Gary, and a few min- 
utes before 6 o' clock in the evening a bailiff 
from Judge Chetlain's court called them into 
his room. 

After having been sworn in, with ten other 
jurors, an attorney representing the city 
stated that it had been agreed to enter a 
compromise verdict in the case. The plain- 
tiff testified that he had been injured by a 
defective sidewalk. A physician told of hav- 
ing examined the plaintiff and specified his 
injuries. A photograph of the sidewalk was 
produced and the jury was directed to sign 
a verdict of $1,500 against the city. 

“There is where we balked,” said Juror 
Slee. The court asked why I would not 
sign, and I replied that I was not convinced 
that the plaintiff ever broke a leg in the 
sidewalk, that I did not know beyond a 
doubt that the plaintiff was not drunk, and 
that I did not like the appearance of 
things. 

Judge Chetlain then said: ‘Mr. Glee, you 
are quite right in your refusal to sign the 
verdict. Gentlemen, bring in your wit- 
nesses and we will try this case over tomor- 
row morning.’ The case was brought up 
before another jury and in a minutes 
the verdict as agreed on had returned. 

Now, I have no objections to a case be- 
ing compromised, but after sitting in court- 
rooms for two weeks and hearing nothing 
but sidewalk damage cases I have become 
convinced that they are not all on the 
square. 

Judge Chetlain upheld the action of the 
two jurors who refused to sign. He said 
he was giad to see them refuse, for he him- 
self did not think there had been sufficient 
evidence introduced to warrant a verdict. 

There was nothing irregular in the case 
in which those two men were jurors, said 
City Attorney John E. Owens. Prior to 
the time when I became city attorney it was 
customary to compromise cases and enter a 
verdict on special findings before a judge 
without a jury. I changed that plan for my 
own protection. All cases must be heard by 
a jury in open court, even if a compromise 
has been agreed on. In the case in which 
the two jurors refused to sign a verdict the 
judgment, if no compromise had been 
reached, would have been for $3,000 or $4,000 
instead of 81.500.“ 


REPORT ON STATE CHARITIES. 


Official Figures Are Given on Receipts 
and Expenditures for the Last 
Fiscal Tear. 


Springfield, III., July 29.— [Special. Fol- 
lowing is a statement of the financial condi- 
tion of the several state charitable institu- 
tions of Illinois, as shown by the reports for 
the quarter ending on June 30 last:

The cash payments, including. $225. paid 
in material, were $624,368.73, of which $94,- 
006.61 was on account of the previous quar- 
ter. The remainder, $530,362.12, was on ac- 
count of the present quarter. 

The outstanding indebtedness at the be- 
ginning of the quarter, April 1, 1902, was 
$94,008.05, of which $94,006.61 has since been 
paid, leaving $1.95 still outstanding. The 
total outstanding indebtedness at the close 
of the quarter, June 30, 1902. was $72,768.47. 

To meet this indebtedness the institutions 
had $163,011.34 in hands of local treasurers, 
$25,216.48 estimates on account of special 
appropriations in state treasury undrawn, 
and $34,750 on account of ordinary appropria- 
tions in state treasury undrawn. <A com- 
parison of the abilities and available re- 
sources of the institutions to date shows that 
the surplus on June 30, 1902, for all of them 
to be $151,209.35. 

The output shows there were 10,736 inmates 
present in the institutions, and 213 on parole 
at the beginning of the quarter. It also 
shows 1,262 new admissions, 211 former in- 
mates as readmitted, 386 absentees returned, 
695 discharges from institutions, 106 dis- 
charged while on parole, 196 deaths, 1,426 
temporarily absent, 825 on parole at the 
end of the quarter, and 10,040 present in the 
institutions. The average number present 
was 10,310. 

The total per capita cost of 
gross, was $42.87. Deducting the receipts 
not from appropriations, the net per capita 
cost to the state was 9.06. 

The amount of appropriations in the state 

„ undrawn, at the beginning of the 
quarter, was $2,710,301.51. The amount 
Grawn during the quarter was $568,180.37,

IN THE JAIL FORA NIGHT. 
Hopes to Devote His Time to the 
Affairs“ of the Wrecked . 

| Globe Bank. 


Charles W. Spalding, the former president 
of the Globe Savings bank and treasurer 
of the Illinois university, was brought to 
Chicago from Joliet penitentiary yesterday 
on a vrt of habeas corpus, granted by Judge 
Dunne. His friends hope that his hour of 
liberty is at hand. 

Mr. Spalding began his sentence in May, 
1898, but on two occasions since then he hes 
been brought back to Chicago to testify in 
civil suits connected with his former busi- 
ness operations. He returned to Chicago 
in company with his wife, Mra. Louise Er- 
vin Spalding; his attorney, W. G. Anderson; 
and John L. Whitman of the Cook county 
jail. The trip from Joltet was made on a 
trolley car, and Mr. Spalding was assigned 
to cell 521 in the county jail. 

The final hearing of his case comes before 
Judge Dunne at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, and the former banker confidently. ex- 
pects that he will be given his liberty. 

Spalding a Changed Man. 

The ordeal of the long trial and imprison- 
ment have left strong marks on the face ot 
the former banker. He declared to visitors 
in the jail that the long rest had been a good 
thing for him physically, but those who knew 
him five years ago were surprised at his ap- 
pearance. It is his plan, if given freedom, to 
take up his residence in Ravenswood, where 
Mrs. Spalding has made her home. 

Mr, Spalding said last evening that his 
first work after he is released from custody 
will be to investiagte the affairs of the Globe 
Savings bank. He said he was confident that 
the assets of the bank were sufficierit to pay 
the clainis of the depositors in full and leave 
a balance large enough to give the stock- 
hoMers 50 cents on the dollar. 

The reports of the receivers, the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, he said, threw no 


light on the manner in which the assets were. 


being collected, and heproposed, as an owner 
of 25 per cent of the stock of the bank, toin- 
vestigate the matter thoroughly. 


* Tells of Prison Life. 

I never was in better health than IT am 
at. present,” Mr. Spalding said, as he drew 
himself up as if to attest to his physical 
condition. They make us keep regular 
hours down there, and I would not wonder 
if the four years I have spent within the 
walle have given me a fund of health and 
strength which may lengthen my life. The 
authorities treated me far better than I had 
any reason to expect. I wae given the work 


of auditing the prison accounts, and the life 


in the office was not unpleasant. 

“TI did not lose hope, and this wae due 
almost entirely to the devotion of my wife, 
which shall ever be my aim to reward. She 
has never lagged in her efforts to get me 
out of prison, and there has scarcely been a 
day when I did not get a letter from her. 

After 1 had been in six months they 
gave me a good conduct button with a star 
on it. I didn’t care to wear it, but they pre- 
ferred that I should. After I got a notifica- 
tion from the board of pardons that my ap- 
peal for parole had been denied it seemed 
that my star of hope had gone down, and 
I took the button off. They did not ask me 
to wear it again, and I kept it in my pocket. 

“I shall hold up my head among my asso- 
ela tes as before. 

As to the stories that I managed to k 
out a large sum of mohey for use after 
left prison, I can truthfully say that they 
are false. My wife even had difficulty in 
getting together money for the fees of my 
attorney.“ 

Granting of the Writ. 

The writ of habeas corpus was issued by 
Judge Dunne at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
The state had been unable to answer the 


arguments of Attorney Anderson to the sat= 


isfaction of the court, and with radiant face 
Mrs. Louise Ervin Spalding, who had worked 
so long for her husband's release, left the 
courtroom to take the first train for Joliet. 

Once in the prison city. Mrs. Spalding and 
Attorney Anderson hurried to the prison. 
Mrs. Spalding found her husband at his dask 
in the accounting department of the peniten- 
tiary, and after giving him a hearty kiss told 
him that he was to be taken back to Chicago. 

Jailer Whitman arrived in a few minutes 
and the process attending the prisoner’s re- 
lease was begun. First he was given a 
chance to change his clothing, and he put on 
the same suit he, wore. when he went to the 
prison. His striped uniform. bearing the 
number 6,081, was laid aside with the remark 
that he hoped he never would see it again. 

The point on which the decision of Spald- 
ing's case rests is contained in the last cla u bs 
of the parole law enacted in 1899, which says 
that a convict “may, with the consent of 
the board (of pardons),“ receive the benefits 
of the act. 

Attorney Anderson contended that this con- 
fers on the board the right to say whether 
one prisoner may be freed and another kept 
in confinement, a power which allows the 
board to discriminate aaginst one man in 
favor ef another. This is declared to be class 
legislation and unconstitutional. 


MORE “FAKE” RACE LOSERS. 


Minnesota Victims Say They Were Let 
In for Considerable Sums on 
Sure Thing.“ 


Springfield, III., July 20.—[(Special.]—A let- 
ter has been received by Deputy Sheriff Ryan 
from two more victims of fake foot races 
in which one .of them declares he reported 
to the local police. ninety days ago that he had 
been swindled by a race on July 28. Since 
then, he said, nothing had been done with 
the matter. 

The letter is from Fred Green and 
J. Pfeiffer, both of Minnesota. Green lost 
$5,000 on the race, and Pfeiffer lost $865. 
Pfeiffer said in his letter he appealed to the 
police to work on the case, but that they did 
nothing with it. While waiting in Springfield 
in the hope that the police would get the 
money Pfeiffer says Connors met him and 
gave him back $75 and made him leave town. 

Deputy Sheriff Ryan asked Chief of Police 
Herring to turn over the letters, but he re- 
fused to do so, and must now appeaf at the 
trial against the promoters and produce the 
papers there. | 

Timothy Metcalf, another victim of the 
fake foot race, is awaiting his opportuni- 
ty to get even with the men who swindled 
him out of $5,000. Like most of the others 
Metcalf hails from Indiana. He has told 
his story to the police, but is not anxious 
get out warrants. 

Metcalf is over 60 years old. He was robbed 
of $5,000 since Shaffner began ‘his prosecu- 
tions. He came back to Springfield at noon 
on Monday to put another $5,000 on a foot 
race.

- LONDON, July 30, 3 a. m.—Colonial Secre~ 
tary Joseph Chamberlain upon tis first ap- 
péarance in the house of commons since his 
recent accident gave a general outline of 
the government policy toward south Africa. 
When Mr. Chamberlain appeared in the 
house Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
Mberal leader, cordially congratulated him 
on his restored health. Mr. Chamberlain 
heartily thanked Sir Henry for his sym- 
pathy, which, he said, he highly valued. 


Discusses His Policies. 

In reply to a number of questionsin regard 
to south Africa put by Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, ir. Chamberlain said a more 
tremendous task had never been imposed 
on the government than that which had to 
be faced. They had to evolve order out 
of chaos and bury the animosities of the 
past. The government, he said, reserved the 
power of refusing to allow the return to 
that country of any person who might be 
regarded as undesirable. It was not going 
to allow the results of the war to be un- 
éermined by any intrigue in the colony. 
Mr. Chamberlain said he had noticed a 
vindictive feeling in somé quarters to punish 
the mine capitalists. With that policy he 
had no sympathy whatever, and the govern- 
ment would do nothing to interfere with 
the quick development of the country. But, 
subject to that, no one was more anxious 
than himself to recover a considerable pro- 
portion of the expenses of the war from 
south Africa. 


Cost to Be Divided. 


Mr. Chamberlain said it would be perfectly 
fair to lay an equitable proportion of the cost 
of the war on the principal industry of the 
Transvaal. It was too soon to say what the 
amount should be. 

As to the future administration of the two 
colonies the government would go on grad- 
ually until self-government was established. 
No more favorable commencement, he said, 
could possibly have been made. 

Mr. Chamberlain said his policy had always 

Deen conciliatory. Now that the issue had 
been fought out it was time to shake hands. 


It did not follow that martial rule ceased at 


the termination of the war, but thesentences 
passed during the struggle would be revised 
by a reliable commission.

Cardinal Vannutelli will replace Cardinal 
Gotti as prefect of the sacred congregation 
of bishops and of regular discipline. 

The selection of Cardinal Gotti to succeed 
the late Cardinal Ledochowski in the most 
important post in the gift of the pope is 
universally regarded as indicating the pon- 
liff’s personal wishes as to the personality 
of his successor. Cardinal Gotti has long 
been considered the most likely of the car- 
dinals for succession to the papal throne. 


5 Comes of Humble Stock. 

Mgr. Gotti, the new prefect, was elevated 
to the college of cardinals in 1895. He isa 
Genoese by birth and was a Carmelite bare- 
footed monk, the general of his order. His 
father was a dock laborer at Genoa. His ele- 
vation to the sacred college came asa reward 
for the skill which he displayed in arrang- 
ing various difficulties with regard to the in- 
terest of the church in Brazil after the over- 
throw of Dom Pedro. 

He was educated at the Jesuits’ college in 
Genoa, joined the Carmelite order, and quick- 
ly became its head. 

Stories are current that years ago Gotti 
was hailed by an aged Carmelite as a future 
pope. His election to the head of the Catholic 
church would constitute a fulfillment of the 
old prophecy of the Irish St. Malachi, accord- 
ing to which Ignis Andens '’—that is to say, 
a flaming torch or blazing fire—is the symbol 
of the next pope. 


° » Often Talked Of for Pope.

Privy Councilor Lochning Marries the 


peHed from Office Because Girl Is 
Below Him in Social Grading Made 


‘ey OMcials—Papers Say Acme of 
Class Insolence Has Been Reached 
and Predict Attacks on Government.

RLIN, July 29.—The marriage of Privy 
concen Loehning to the daughter of a for- 
mer sergeant in the German army hds caused 
Herr Loehning’s compulsory retirement from 
the chief directorship of taxes for the prov- 
ince of Posen. 

Herr Loehning, who was also finance coun- 
ellor and who was a man of wealth, has 
been circulating a pamphiet among his 
friends explaining his acceptance of a pen- 
sion July 1 at the instance of Herr von Rhein- 
baban, the Prussian minister of finance. The 
publication of this pamphlet in today's pa- 
pers has caused considerable comment both 
socially and politically, because Herr Loeh- 
ning, as a high official having first hand 
knowledge of the Prussian administration 
pproves of several features of 


the ministry’s Polish policy. 


Object to Bride’s Station in Life. 

In this pamphlet Herr Loehning relates 
that, after an interchange of communica- 
tions between Berlin and the highest adminis- 
trative officials of the province of Posen, the 
Ober president of Posen told him he had 
nothing to say against his flancée, but that it 
was impossible for him to consent to the mar- 
riage of one of the highest officials of the 
province with a daughter of an ex-sergeant; 
that it was as if the colonel of a regiment 
proposed to do suchathing. A ministerial 
councilor or a superior government councilor 
might possibly marry a sergeant’s daughter, 


The Ober president said, also, that the com- 
manding general and the police president 
shared his views on the matter. 


Asked to Resign After Wedding. 

The father of Herr Loehning’s Wife is now 
a secretary in one of the government offices 
at Posen. Some weeks after his marriage 
the finance minister at Berlin asked Herr 
Loehning to retire, which he did, 

Herr Loehning affirms that his opinions in 
the matter of the ministry's Polish policy 
had nothing to do with his retirement from 
office, but notwithstanding this it is believed 
the opinions probably did have something to 
do with the councilor’s retirement. Herr 
Loehning affirms also in his pamphlet that 
most of the high Prussian officials of the 
province of Posen condemn the government's 
general policy toward the Poles, the prose- 
cution ‘of Polish newspapers, and the sur- 
veillance of Polish societies. Herr Loehning, 
although favoring measures to Germanize 
Poland, is of the opinion that this should 
be carried out less ostentatiously. 


Expect Attack on Government. 

The pamphiet is the subject of noticeable 
editorial articles in the liberal newspapers 
today which predict attacks upon the gov-. 
ernment in the diet. The Vossische Zeitung 
says it is impogsible to write about the mat- 
ter coolly, and that it reads like the times 
preceding the battle of Jena, when Prussian 
aristocracy reached the acme of class in- 
solence. 


AMERICAN COAL GAINS FAVOR. 


British Consul at Marseilles Reports 
Invasion of Mediterranean Is Post- 
poned, but Is Inevitable. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 29.— An interesting fea- 
ture of the last year,“ writes the British 
consul at Marseilles, in his annual report, 
“has been the inability of American coal 
The threatened in- 
vasion hag been postponed. 

The temporary check has been caused 
by. the fall in prices. Any rise in prices will 
inevitably bring American coal back to the 
Mediterranean, even under the.e ng 
American conditions. The 200,000 ns 
placed here with the railway and shipping 
companies and the gas works gave full satis- 
faction so far as quality went and the old 
prejudice against it is beginning to disap- 
pear. The difference in the firing’ value of 
British and American competing qualities, 
which has heretofore been estimated at 10 
per cent against the latter, has already been 
reduced to 7 per cent. 

The time must inevitably come when the 


dustry will place a .large output on the 
market. When the Americans have got their 
own shipping and through bills of lading 
from the pit’s mouth to the Mediterranean 
they will bring their coals to the great 
Mediterranean ports, if not further, at the 
expense of the British.“ 


JURY BLAMES BRITISH SYSTEM. 


Investigation of Fire Horror Results in 
Verdict That Long American Lad- 
ders Would Have Saved Lives. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 29.—The jury which has 
been investigating the recent fire on the 
premises of the General Electric company, 
when ten young girls were killed, rendered 
a verdict today, blaming the company for 
not taking proper precautions for saving lives 
in case of fire. It considered that the deaths 
were partly due to the short escape ladder. 
A longer fire ladder might have been the 
means, the jury said, of saving some lives. 
The jury said it considered the equipment of 
the nearest fire station totally iadequate. 

During the inquiry into this fire a week ago 
Capt. Lionel De Lautour Wells, R. N., chief 
of the metropolitan fire brigade, said he be- 
lieved ropes were more efficient for life sav- 
ing than long ladders. The captain ridiculed 
the eighty-five foot ladders used in America, 
and criticised the New York department’s re- 
ports for the last year, 

The girls who were burned to death lost 
their lives because the London fire brigade 
had no ladders which would reach to the 
fourth story of the burning bullding.

look after the life and property of other for- 
eign residents as well as Americans in such 


Rules Must Be Observed. 


The rules of international law, as well as 
the dictates of humanity, require that proper 
notice be given before a bombardment, in 
order that women, children, and noncom- 
batants may leave the town and carry off 
their personal belongings. , 

The navy department feels that the 
Machias is sufficiently large for the work. 
There is no naval vessel save those now 
actually engaged in such service as the 
Machias within 1,800 miles of the various 
seats of trouble in Central and South Amer 
ica and the West Indies. | 

‘Machias Has Four Guns. 

The Machias is a vessel of 1,177 tons, car- 
rying eight four inch rapid fire guns, and a 
crew of 11 officers and 143 men. While not 
many men could be spared for a landing 
party, the vessel undoubtedly could lie in the 
anch and cover the town with its guns. 
It is not believed that there is the slightest 
danger of an attack upon it by any of the 

gunboats, loyal or rebel. 


Panama Negotiations Fail. 


New Tork, July 20.—Peace negotiations,

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BRITAIN GIVES UP CLAIM 
TO ISLES NEAR HONDURAS. 


Proclamation Read to Inhabitants, Most 


of Whom Are English, and Great In- 
dignation Is Caused by the Change. 


New Orleans, La., July 20.—[{Special.]— 


The steamer Condor arrived today from 
Puerto Cortez, Honduras, bringing the news 


that the British government has finally and 


officially withdrawn all claim to any sover- 
eignty over the Bay islands, Utilla, Ruatan, 


Bonaca, or Guanaja Elena and Barbarat, 
and formally acknowledged that they belong 
to the republic of Honduras. 

On July 18 the British cruiser Psyche, 
which was sent under sealed orders by the 
British government from Havana to Central 
America, reached Truxello, Honduras. It 


was at once sent to Ruatan, where the peo- 


ple of that and the neighboring islands, 

subjects, 
were assembled, and a proclamation was 
read to them by the captain of the Psyche, 
declaring that, under the treaty made be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States 
in 1850, and with Honduras in 1860, his ma- 
jesty’s government could no longer regard 
the islands as a British possession and would 
henceforth withdraw any claim and all ex- 


ercised jurisdiction, 


At the same time a proclamation was of- 


fered by the president of Honduras announc- 
ing that the inhabitants of the islands 
would not be disturbed in the enjoyment 
of their property and would retajn freedom 
of religious belief and worship. enceforth, 
however, the islands would be subject to 
the laws of Honduras instead of those of 
Great Britain, and their people would be 
citizens of Honduras instead of Great Bri- 
tain. Those wishing to wit w would be 
at full Überty to do-so, to dispose of their 
landed property as they might see fit, and 
to take the proceeds with them. 

The proclamation caused the greatest ex- 
citement and indignation, and a panic has 
since prevailed within the islands which 
threatens to depopulate them. The bay l- 
landers, from the wildest admiration for 
Great Britain have turned to bitter hatred 
of the government which they say has de- 
serted them. The population is almost ex- 
clusively of British origin, coming from 
Jamaica, but there are some Americans 
from the western states. 


Refuses to Try Feud Case.

Everything is in readiness for the state 
convention tomorrow, and, notwithstanding 
the absence of contests calculated to divide 
the party into hostile factions, as was the 
ease last year, the attendance and interest 
‘is much greater than ordinarily. This is 
the more surprising when it is known that, 
‘as a rule, the delegates this year paid their 
fares to the convention, the railroads having 
entered into an understanding that no passes 
should be issued. 
The attendance is attributed by some to 
the large number of the state's leading men 
who indicated their intention to be pres- 
ent, including the two United Btates sena- 
ors and all but one of the congressmen, and 
to the interest that has been awakened over 


Iowa to Speak for the Nation. 


The impression has gone abroad that what- 
ever the republicans of Iowa shall this year 
say on the tariff, the trusts, and other ques- 
tions would, by reagon of the state’s prom- 
inence at Washington, be accepted as a na- 
tional utterance. And, in addition to this, it 
was believed in many quarters that the at- 
tempt to give this utterance the backing of 
the republicans, in convention’ assembied, 
would be accompanied by word battles be- 
tween the leaders and scenes of confusion, if 
not disorder. 

In view of the fact that Iowa has two mem- 
bers of the cabinet, the leader of the senate, 
and the speaker of the house, the platform is 
expected to voice the sentiments of the ad- 
ministration. 

The situation as it relates to the platform 
remains practically unchanged.. The indi- 
cations are that the platform of last year, as 
trusts, will be re- 
affirmed, and the chances that the process 
of reaffirmation will involve the leaders in a 
convention fight tomorrow are growing rap- 
idly less. Iowa, tt is said, probably will give 
the country a plain, strong statement of its 
position on every public question demanding 
a declaration of a republican convention.

FIREMEN NARROWLY Miss 


‘Fifteen Members of Department Are 
_ Rescued by Comrades from McCor- 
mick Reaper OCo.’s Warehouse. 


„ Bighteen firemen and two other persons 


narrowly escaped death by suffocation in the 
building of the McCormick Reaper com- 
pany's storage and warehouse at Western 
and Blue Island avenues yesterday morning, 
while a fire raged in the twine department on 
the second floor. Only for the heroic work 
of a corps of men detailed by Chief Musham 
to rescue those caught in the blinding smoke 
a number of fatalities would have resulted. 
When it was learned that the men had 
been penned in the building at a sudden out- 
burst of flames calls for ambulances and 
patrol wagons were sent all over the west 
side. The suffering persons were quickly re- 
moved to hospitals and other institutions in 
the neighborhood. All are expected to re- 


cover.

The fire started suddenly, and thus far no 
cause can be attributed. Firemen from en- 
gine companies 23, 28, 36, and truck com- 
pany 12 were the first in the building, and it 
was these who were overcome by smoke and 
carried out by other firemen at the orders of 
Chief Musham. The fire damaged the big 
building to the extent of about $55,000, de- 
stroying almost the entire interior of the 
new building, which was built about a year 


ago. 

The building is a five story structure, and 
extends one block on Blue Island avenue 
and a Half block on Twenty-second street. 
It is used as a storage warehouse, and con- 
tains co erable office room. There are 
about ty men employed in the building 
and a large number of women. There was a 
panic among the women, but all escaped 
without injury. 

It was but a short time after the fire was 

discovered when the entire second floor was 
filled with smoke. It was learned that a 
number of employés were still in the build- 
ing, and a large detail of firemen rushed to 
their rescue. For a time nothing was heard 
from them until Supt. Wood was seen at a 
window on the second floor. He shouted 
that the firemen were in danger and then 
disappeared, In a short time he, followed 
by several firemen, appeared at the door 
downstairs and escaped, 
When Wood informed Chief Musham of 
the peril of the other firemen a detail was 
sent into the bullding. After a half hour’s 
heroic’ work all of the men were dragged 
from the building. Some were unconscious 
from inhaling the smoke. By the time the 
blaze gained a good headway on the second 
floor all the persons in the building had been 
rescued. 

The fire was one of the most difficult to 
fight, Chief Musham said, thet he had en- 
countered in some time. It originated be- 
neath 40,000 bales of hemp.

MARGINAL PRICE ON OATS 


BOARD OF TRADE DIRECTORS FIX 


ON A VALUATION, 


Forty-five Cente Now Declared to Be 
the Official Figure—This Unusaal 
Action Is Taken on the Petition of 
Several Houses—Protection to the 

shorts Ie the Result—One Mystery of 
the July-September Corn Deal Is 
‘Cleared Away by Cudahy Statement. 


The directors of the board of trade yester- 
day established a marginal price on July 
oats, placing the fair market value at 45 
cents. 

This step was taken at the instance of 
Waite, Thorburn & Co. and H. C. Avery. 
Appearing before the directors as advocates 
of the theory that a fancy and fictitious price 
exists for the property were H. D. Wetmore, 
W. O. Mumford, Clarence Cole, and W. J. 
Taylor. As op to these interests were 
James A. Patten, S. P. Frazier, and H. H. 
Peters, the two latter representing the firm 
of Bartlett, Frazier & Co. 


Effect of the Bule. 


The practical effect of the rule is the pro- 
tection of the traders who are on the short 
side of the market, the men who sold oats 
when the price was down in the 30's. With- 
out a marginal price fixed by the direc- 
tors, on a Showing that the article is cor- 
nered, the sellers might be called for 
margins 10 per cent of the contract price 
and later up to the price to which the prop- 


cents, although it is now down to 56 cents. 

The buyer, the market being in his favor, 
needs no protection. If oats are now mar- 
gined to 72 cents, the excess may be called 
down. 

In the establishing of a marginal price the 
directors are required to consider the price 
in other markets, as well as the value of the 
grain for manufacturing purposes. 

It rarely happens that a marginal price 18 
made by the directors, even in the case of an 
admitted corner. There was talk of it during 
the Gates corner, before heavy receipts 
broke the price to a point where it was no 


Receipts are playing the same trick on 
oats that they did on corn. Yesterday the 
price of July oats was down to 53 cents, as 
against a high point on Saturday of 71 cents 
and yesterday 60 cents. 


Corn Deal Mystery Cleared. 

One of the mysteries of the July-Septem- 
ber corn deal was cleared up during the day 
when John Cudahy instructed a number of 
commission houses that a lot of corn sold 
by him last month, which had been, put 
down to him as the seller, be transferred to 
Harris, Gates & Co. 

At the time of the sale of this corn, which 
aggregated anywhere from 8,000,000 to 
10,000,000 bushels, there was intense curiosity 
on Change as to the seller. The bulk of it 
was sold during the first two weeks in June, 
when the price ran from 60 to 6 cents, though 
late it reached a much higher point. The 
Cudahy interests were then reported as tak- 
ing the short side of September, into which 
months the Gates July bull deal was then 
believed to be extended. But during the 
latter part of June Mr. Cudahy denied posi- 
tively that he was one of the shorts for 
whom Harris-Gates were gunning. The 
statement was variously accepted at the 
time, but yesterday's developments were 
convincing evidence that Harris-Gates are 
on the short side of the September corn to 
nearly as great an extent as they were on 
the long side of July. The profit in the deal 
is a large one, as a fair average on these 
September sales would be about 65 cents, 
while the closing price last night was 56 
cents. It sold yesterday as low as 55% cents. 


LIQUID AIRINQUANTITY 
NOW IS A POSSIBILITY. 


Prof. Bradley, by Complicated Machin- 
ery, Secures Desired Result—Enor- 
mous Pressure to Reduce Atmosphere 


ddtetown, Conn., July 29.--[Special.]— 

ft. bradley, after experiments for several 
months, has succeeded in making liquid air 
in quantity, 

The machine which generates the liquid air 
consists in the first place of a moderate sized 
kerosene engine, furnishes power to 
pump for compressing the air. The air is 
taken from the outside of the laboratory by 
a pipe, which, before entering the pump, 
passes through a sixty gallon boiler full of 
quickliime. This is to assist in taking out the 
moisture and carbonic acid. 

In the pump thereare four cylinders, and as 
the air enters the first cylinder it is put under 
& pressure of about fifty pounds. On sud- 
denly compressing the air it becomes hot, and 
it is necessary therefore to pase it through 


goes into the next cylinder to be compressed 
further. In this way the air is pumped 
through four successive cylinders, being 
cooled between each, while the pressure is 
constantly getting higher and higher until 
after the air has passed through the fourth 
1 it is under a pressure of about 2,500 
pou | 


The air then passes through two cylinders 
of caustic potash to remove any moisture or 
impurity. Now the sir enters the liquifier 
proper, which is a small copper pipe formed 
into a compact coll. This coil is so 
that the air which rushes through the valve, 
made intensely cold by its expansion, passes 
back over the pipes of the coll through which, 
it came. So the liquifier becomes continu- 
ously colder and colder until the temperature 
of the liquefaction is reached.

The French minister of 

Interna- public instruction has fa- 
tional vorably received the sug- 
Educational gestion of President Butler 
Reciprocity. of Columbia for an exchange

American students may study in the Univer- 
sity of Paris and French students study in 
Columbia. Whether the scheme will be im- 
mediately feasible does not appear. The 
idea is a good one. Educational reciprocity 
is as important as commercial reciprocity 
and is based upon the same theory of ex- 
hanging the products of one nation for those 
af another. Columbia can offer France op- 
portunities for studying in the School of 
Mines, of Engineering, and of studying ap- 
ed electricity on the American plan. In 
turn France has art and letters, forestry and 
architecture to offer: Perhaps the most 
valuable study would be that of the French 
by the Americans and of Americans by the 
French. It would seem that this mutual 
international observation was the real ob- 
yect of Cecil Rhodes’ bequest. Since Colum- 
bia has led the way with France, let Chicago 
imitate her by making a similar offer to 
germany. We may fairly say that plan 
would foster international friendships, and 
that President Butler has e a valuable 


contribution to the scheme ot modern educa- 
jon. 


BOER LEADERS AND CAPE DUTCH. 

There was a world of significance in the 
* feception accorded Delarey and Botha by 
the congregation with which they worshiped 
in Cape Town last Sunday and in the 
m welcome given De Wet as he modestly 


me walked the streets of the city to which 


he had come unannounced. It was no 
generous admiration for a conquered enemy 
that lifted the Boer generals to the shoul- 
Gers of the crowd or raised the cheers 
which greeted their appearance; it was the 
profound affection and veneration of a 
people for the leaders of a cause with which 


they sympathized even if they did not openly 


espouse it. Such a welcome might have 
been given Lee and Johnston if they had 


entered Baltimore at the close of the war 


or traveled through Kentucky and southern 
It may be that among tlie men and women 
who greeted the Boer leaders there were 
many who were loyal to the English gov- 
ernment from conviction and not compul- 
sion, but they were animated by the grow- 
ing Afrikander spirit which pervades south 
Africa and which in Cape politics sep- 
arates the Cape Dutch from the English set- 
tler and sometimes separates the English 
settler from his African born son. That 
spirit is the germ of the national conscious- 
ness which gives birth to nations. 
There were civil leaders in the Transvaal 
and Free State when the war began. The 
civil leaders have disappeared. The mili- 
tary leaders, some of the new men, nego- 
tinted the peace with Lord Kitchener. They 
are the men of influence among their people. 
‘Bo Lee negotiated with Grant and the 
-eonfederate genera: became the leaders of 
public opinion in the south. On the Boer 
military leaders the British government 
must depend for the reconciliation of the 
people of Duteh blood. 
In his address in Cape Town Gen. Botha 
urged his hearers to accept the inevitable. 
Although Afrikander nationality, in a 
manner, had been buried, he said, it would 
still remain the most potent factor in the 
The union of 
the Free Staters, the Transvaal Boers, and 
the Cape Dutch under one sovereignty will 
serve to unite them nationally as they never 
could have been united under the conditions 
which existed before the war. Botha, De 


‘ 


Wet, and Delarey have pronounced for peace 
as Johnston and Lee did. The quality of 
that péace will depend on whether the 
reunited Dutch will direet their combined 
energy to the assimilation of the English 
settlers with the Afrikander stock or wheth- 
er they will hold themselves sullenly aloof. 
The destiny of white man’s Africa depends 
on the choice between these two policies. 
THE KANKAKEE SHAME. 

There can be no doubt that the political 
system under which the state institutions 
are managed is responsible in a great meas- 
ure for the disgraceful facts concerning the 
Kankakee asylum made public yesterdays. 
The insane and feeble minded who have 
been placed in the charge of the state have 


been consigned to the care of men who owe 


their appointments to the political serrices 
they have performed for some machine 
and not to their long experience in guard- 
ing the insane or to their demonstrated at- 
ness for the work. No fouler scandal has 
been unearthed in the history of the state; 
nothing more horrible could be conceived 
than the betrayal of the irresponsible vic 
tims and the birth into the world of chil. 
dren whose eventual insanity is a matter 
almost of certainty. From one end vf IIli 
nois to the other men and women will shud- 
der at the thought of the helplessness of 
the poor creatures who have been con- 
demned to the mercy of the wretches on 
the rolls of state asylums. The relatives of 
other women in the asylum will tremble 
for their fate. | 

It cannot be said that wrongdoing is im- 
possible in an asylum where the merit sys- 
tem prevails, but the possibility of its oc- 
currence is slight. If the merit system had 
been in force at the Kankakee asylum the 
emploes would have been chosen after a 
close inquiry as to their fitness, moral and 


| mental, for the work they were to perform. 


If unfit men got in no influence would have 
saved them from dismissal. As it is, the 
rolis are filled with the political backers of 
a local “boss” and others, whose chief 
qualification as guards of insane people is 
that they will work for a machine.“ This 
is not the first scandal in Kankakee that 
has reached the public ear since Gov. Yates’ 
election, although on the previous occasions, 
as now, there was an effort to hush up the 
niatter. 

The secret is out. There tan be no de- 
fense on this occasion as there was a few 
ménths ago, when an insane boy was scald- 
ed to death at Jacksonville. As infamous 
a crime as ever disgraced the service of 
mercy has been done. The men who nom- 
inally and actually manage affairs at the 
Kankakee asylum are Gov. Yates’ “friends.” 
It is never agreeable to investigate one’s 
friends, but it is the governor’s duty, as he 
well knows, to order an investigation—one 
of the searching kind that shall expose the 
Kankakee scvandre!s and send them out 
branded into the world. It is specially in- 
cumbent on the governor to do this because 
during the campaign which preceded his 
election he ae ted that the blot on the 
democratic state administration had been 
its failure to care for the wards of the state. 
The record of the Altgeld administration 
was not blameless, but it was marred by no 
tuch crimes as those committed at the Kan- 
kakee asylum. 

The sickening facts printed in yesterday's 
Trisune will move Gov. Yates to order an 
investigation. They should move him to do 
more than that. They should open his eyes 
to the grievous error he committed when 
he broke faith with the people. He gave 
them to understand that the state institu- 
tions would not be managed after the old 
spoils system. If he had kept that promise 


there would have been few, if any, scandals 


in the institutions. If offenses had becn 
committed at any one of them the offenders 
would have been exposed and punished at 
once by vigilant officials who owed their 
places to merit, not influence. Such officials 
would make no effort to hush up matters 
and screen unworthy employés. 

The wrongs which have been done at 
Kankakee cannot be undone. But it is not 
too late for Gov. Yates to turn over a new 
leaf. It he chooses he can make the repeti- 
tion of the crimes committed at Kankakee 
practically impossible. He can take the 
asylum out of the hands of a local politician. 
He can give it a nonpolitical management 
under which it will be purged of immoral 
and incompetent employés, or he can cling 
to the system of political management in 
the Kankakee and other institutions. But 


if he does there will be future scandals, 


some of which his appointees will be no more 
able to hide from the public than they were 


. the odious affair at Kankakee. 


SLOW AND COSTLY CITY WORK. 

Theecity has dispensed with contractors 
in the construction of the south side inter- 
cepting sewer and is doing the work it- 
self. The municipal authorities have said 
this is the cheaper method. Judging from 
the intolerable slowness with which work 
is carried on the day’s work method will 
prove a frightfully extravagant one. It 
is impossible for the city to pay workmen 
as much as or more than contractors would 
and get only about a third as much work 
out of men and plant as contractors would 
without making the cost of work outrageous- 
ly high. | 

The city. is not only spending too much 
money ‘on thé intercepting sewer but it is 
going on with the work at a snail's pace. 
The slow progress made is an injustice 
to the people of the whole city, whose water 
supply will for a year or more be contam- 
inated by sewage which will continue to go 
mio the lake until the sewer is in working 
order. Property owners and residents on 
portions of the line of the sewer are suf- 
fering special inconvenience and loss 
through the dilatory and slovenly methods 
of the city. 

Work was begun over a year ago on 
Cornell avenue at Fifty-first street. Fifty- 
sixth street has just been reached. Be- 
tween the two streets mentioned Cornell 
avenue is impassable now. A great part of 
the street has bee. impassable for a year. 
The northern blocks could have been put 
back in condition months ago, but are stil] 
closed to traffic. The rental value of the 
buildings on the street has been almost de- 
stroyed, for they have been made inacces- 
sible. Shade trees have been ed un- 
necessarily. The sidewalks have been 
blocked with rubbish which should long 
ago have been removed. Nothing has been 
left undone which smacks of careless, shift- 
Jess, and lazy construction. The owners of 
property on a good street have been wan- 
tonly kept out of the use of their property 
while they have had to pay the customary 
faxes on it. . 

To say that the methods in vogue on the 
line of the intercepting sewer go hand in 
hand with economy of construction is prepos- 
terous. For a week a squad of men have 
been poking away in an aimless, desultory 
fashion at the crossing of Fifty-sixth street. 
A competent contractor would have been 
through in two days with all that it is ta be 
done there. 


If any one believes that the day’s labor 


aystem is an economic one for the city, he 


will be undeceived if he will study condi- 
tions on Cornell avenue. He will find every 
phase of municipal incapacity and indif- 
ference to private rights exemplified there. 
The state of affairs on that street is g dis- 
grace to the department of public wu and 
all who have any responsibility con¢ertiing 
the int ting sewer. Sometimes work- 
ingmen ate accused of nursing a job.” 
Never has one of them displayed so much 
ability in that line as the department of 
public works with its sewer job. 


TROLLEY CAR FATALITIES. 

Trolley. car wrecks and accidents of 
various kinds are becoming every day af- 
fairs. Probably only those who have kept 
tab are aware of the fact that these cars 
are now close competitors with steam trains 
in the number of accidents as well as in 
the number of killed and injured by acci- 
dents. At the outset, when little attempt 
was made to compete in ‘transportation 
with the steam roads, and the distances 


‘traversed were short, accidents were com- 


paratively few, and it was rare that any 
one was killed or injured. This, however, 


has completely changed. Now there is 


searcely a day without its severe accident 
and the list of killed and injured is increas- 
ing largely. 

Since Jan. 1, 1902, the record shows that 
217 persons have been killed and 772 severe- 
ly injured by trolley car accidents, or by 
being run over by the trolley cars. Most of 
the accidents have occurred in New York 
and New England, where trolley lines are 
most numerous. In these sections there is 
scarcely a country road without its trolley 
track. The cara now run long distances 
and make connections like the steam cars, 
Taking Boston for a starting point, for in- 
stance, it is now possible to go from that 


city to Portland, to Newport, to Pittsfield, 


to New York City, and into the most.north- 
ern parts of New Hampshire and Vermont 
by trolley with few changes of cars. These 


roads are crowded with cars, and they run 


as swiftly as steam trains did a few years 
ago, especially over the short distances 
where they are active competitors with 
steam trains in the carrying of passengers, 
while in the rural districts they also com- 


pete in carrying freight. So heavy has the 


business become that trolley cars are now 
often made as long and as heavy as the 
steam cars and thé rails are of the same 
weight as those on the steam roads, though 
the road beds are not so secure or as well 
ballasted. Indeed, there is comparatively 
little difference now in the weight of rolling 
stock, though there is much difference in the 
strength. ! 

The two systems now are so nearly related 
in the methods of operation it is remark- 
able that legislation has failed to re- 
quire the same safeguards on trolley lines 
which it demands on the steam lines. The 


former are rapidly becoming even more 


menacing to life and limb than the steam 
trains, as is shown by the figures, which are 
rather below than above the true total. The 
time has now come when city and state gov- 
ernments should bring the trolley system 
up with a round turn and apply the same 
provisions for safety to it which the steam 
system has to adopt. It should look more 
rigidly not only into matters of speed and 
strength but into the qualifications of men 
employed. 


BEEF AND OTHER MEATS. * 

The census bulletin dealing with slaugh- 
tering and meat packing gives the informa- 
tion that 2 per cent more beeves were 
slaughtered in 1900 than in 1890, but the 
cost of beeves showed an increase of 27.9 

per cent. The population of 1900 exceeded 
the population of 1890 by 21 per cent. 
Vegetarianism did not make notable prog- 
ress during the decade. It follows that 
there was a much greater increase in the 
number of beef eaters than in the number 
of beeves killed. The inevitable result was 
an increase in price. There necessarily 
would have been some increase even if the 
packers had not worked together. 

There were sold during the last census 
year 2,920,400,000 pounds of fresh beef. 
This was 7.8 per cent more than in 1890, 
but the cost increased 38.3 per cent. The 
average price in 1890 was 5.6 cents a pound 
and in 1900 7.2 cents. How much of the 
difference in price is chargeable to the meth- 
ods of the packers is a problem it is not easy 
to work out. 

The total output of fresh, canned, and 
salted beef in 1900 was 38,170,000,000 
pounds. That of pork—fresh, salted, in 
bams, bacon, and sausage—was 4,665,000,- 
000 pounds. That of mutton was 404,000,- 
000 pounds. This is an average production of 
forty pounds of beef, sixty pounds of pork, 
and five pounds of mutton per head of popu- 
lation. . Evidently mutton counts for little 
in the United States. 

The per cent of increase of hogs slaugh- 
tered in 1900 as compared with 1890 was 
37.2, while the per cent of increase of cost 
was 384.5. Had it not been for the small 
percentage of increase in beeves killed the 
advance in the price of pork would not 
have been so marked. The effect of the 
insufficient supply of beef was an advance 
in the prices of all other meats. 

When the attorneys for the packers como 
to argue the question whether the injunc- 
tion against their clients shall be made per- 
manent they may have much to say about 
“natural causes” in connection with high- 
er prices for meat products. 


THE PACE THAT KILLS. 

The recent death of Mr. A. M. Rothschild, 
the well known State street merchant, was 
pitiable from every point of view. He came 
to this country a poor boy, started in busi- 
ness here in a small way after the fire of 
1271, and by his ability and enterprise bad 
developed his business until it became 
known as one of the commercial successes 
of-the city. He had made money rapidly, 
was in opulent circumstances, and was in 
a position to enjoy life and even to retire 


from business and live without work. Fle | 


did retire, however, in the very prime of life, 
but the future had no happiness in store 
for him. He had been going the pace that 
kills. His devotion to the business,. his ab- 
sorbing interest in the details, his failure 
tu take the necessary relaxation and recrea- 
tion, had strained the tension to the break- 
ing point. -Nature was taking its revenge 
for its violated laws. Insomnia, that most 
insidious enemy of overworked man, had 
seized him and was gradually breaking him 
down. The man who cannot sleep by night 
eznnot long or well work by day, and the 
sufferings of the victim, physically and 
mentally, are intense. The load was too 
heavy for Mr. Rothschild to tear. 

Suicide in this country is on the increase. 
The number of suicides is larger than is 
justifiel by the growth of population. Sui- 
cides like that of Mr. Rothschild are in- 
creasing. A few years ago a smaller num- 
ber of people committed suicide because of 
business losses or disappointments than be- 
cause of any other motive, but the increase 
during the last three yéars is startlingly 
significant. It suggests the question wheth- 
er too many business men are not neglect- 


the sound body,as well as the sound mind, in 
the mad race for money, and wantonly incur- 
ring the danger of breaking down under the 
tremendous strain which the raco involves. 
There are here and there men who endure 
it and pile up fortunes. but no one knows 
the physical suffering they have to endure, 
but there are few men who can stand the 
pressure without giving way in some de- 
gree.

| quakes. The occurrence of one in the sonth- 


ern part of the state last Sunday is not 


in Nebraska js a different matter. During 
the historic period of the state, which indeed 
is not a long one, there have been no such 
visitations. There have been cyclones, 


clone cellar. Against earthquakes precau- 
tions of this kind are useless. : 

The unpleasant movements of the earth’s 
sufface reported from California, Ne- 
trdska, and South Dakota may be the se- 
quel of the violent manifestations of the 
energy of nature in Martinique, St. Vin- 
cent, and certain portions of Central Amer- 
ica. A process of readjustment of part of 
the earth’s surface may be going on which 
is accompanied by earthquake shocks in the 
Antilles, in Central America, and in the 
western part of the United States. It fs 
reported that the depth of the sea has been 
greatly increased near St. Vincent. It is 
alleged that there has been a noticeable 


elevation of the Atlantic coast. The earth’s 


crust is being crumbled a little more. 

It is to be hoped that the process of ad- 
justment is about over 80 far as the United 
States is concerned and that no more earth- 
quakes will be reported. There was one 
in the Mississippi valley ninety years ago, 
which, though extremely violent, caused lit- 
tle loss of life because the country was so 
thinly settled. A similar one now would 
be a catastrophe e farmers of the west- 
ern states are Aarvesting big crops and 
have enough look after. Their atten- 
tion should not be diverted from work by 
earthquakes.

Mr. Savage, has been in Chicago for more 
than a week busily engaged in passing upon 
the more than 300 candidates for the chorus 
who have personally applied to him.

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LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


(Copyright, 1903, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.] | a 


CIENTISTS, and in particular biblical 
students throughout the Christian 
world, have reason to congratulate 
themselves on the friendship which 
exists between the sultan and th 

German kaiser, and for which the latter h 
been so frequently abused. For, thanks to 
the anxiety on the part of Abdul Hamed to 
remain on good terms with the emperor, 
whom he as one of the principal 
obstacles to the partition of the Ottoman 
empire, he has dispatched to Berlin a col- 
lection of documents dating from the earliest 
times of the Christian era, and which are 
of well nigh priceless value. 

They have been immured for many hun- 
Greds of years in one of the domes of the 
Djami el Kebr mosque at Damascus. The 
main body of the mosque, which is famous 
throughout the world for its magnificent 
arcades, is not so old as this particular dome, 
which, with two others, was spared when 
the greater part of the original building was 
destroyed in the sixteenth century by fire. 

For more than fifty years past the various 
European powers have been endeavoring 
to obtain access to the treasures contained 
in the so-called Kabel el Hasne, or treasure 
dome, but without avail, as it was believed 
that among the documents preserved there 
were many relating to the Mohammedan 
faith, which would have been defiled if even 
gazed upon by Christian eyes. It was not 
until the kaiser became so great a friend of 
the sultan that the latter consented to dis- 
cover whether there were any of the } 
writings of the Mohammedan faith among 
the documents, and as soon as it had been 
ascertained that there were no such treas- 
ures there the sultan gave orders to have 
the entire collection in the dome boxed up 
and dispatched to the German embassy at 
Constantinople, whence, after a hasty inspec- 
tion, they have been transmitted to Berlin in 
order to be photographed, deciphered, and 
translated. 

According to what I hear from the Ger- 
man embassy at Constantinople, they com- 
prise twenty-five parchment rolls of psalms 
and eleven rolls of the Pentateugh, writ- 
ten in ancient Greek and dating back to the 
third century, and some of them even as far 
back as to the second century; numerous 
fragments of the Old and New Testaments 
in old Syrian, two of the complete episties 
of St. Paul, dating to the second century 
and written in the dialect spoken in Pales- 
tine at the time of Christ; a large number 
of documents in Arabic of an historical 
character, and ante-dating by two or three 
hundred years the Prophet Mohammed, and, 
coming down to a latter day, a quantity of 
documents relating to the first crusades, in- 
cluding safe conducts given by the first 
crusader kings of Jerusalem to Huropean 
and Levantine merchants. 

These are only some of the features of the 
collection that is now on its way to Bertin, 
as ascertained by a superficial examination, 
and probably more careful investigation is 
likely to reveal undreamt of treasures. 

To biblical students and to the scientific 
world in general no such collection has be- 
come accessible since the days when, nearly 
fifty years ago, tha now aged Archduke 
Rainer of Austria, quitting the beaten track 
of the tourist in Egypt, devoted himself to 
visiting the various remote Coptic monas- 
teries dotting the oases and borders of the 
Lybian desert, most of which had never been 
visited by any European for hundreds of 
years, and buying from each of them for 
ridiculously small sums of money the entire 
contents of their muniment rooms, docu- 
ments which had remained untouched for 
centuries—in some instances back to the 
second and third centuries, and which they 
were incapable of reading, and of the value 
of which they were ignorant. 

The archduke brought an entire shipload 
of these papyri and parchments back from 
Egypt, and although the work of decitpher- 
ing them by leading scientists of Europe has 
gone on uninterruptedly at Vienna until now; 


yet so vast is the quantity that the task is 
not yet complete.

"ON “DEAD” TRACK, 


and Constituents 
Want Part of West Ran- 


Order for Confiscation of Cigar 
Slot Machines After Two 
Days’ Notice. 


More dead street railway tracks of the 
Suburban are to be torn up if Ald. Thomas 
M. Hunter can have his way. He spent sev- 
eral hours in the city hall yesterday prepar- 
ing for the movement, and expects to get to 
work this morning. 

The tracks he aims to remove are in Ran- 
doiph street, between Fortieth and Fifty- 
‘gecond avenues. They are a continuation 
of those in Fortieth avenue, between Taylor 
and Randolph streets, which Ald. Scully suc- 
ceeded in tearing up after a legal battle. 
Ald. Hunter says the Randolph street tracks 
are covered by the same decree of Judge 


Tuley as those in Fortieth avenue. 


Since Mr. Scully finished his fight the trips 
of the ghost car ha ve been curtailed, and 
Ald. Hunter purposes to lop off a mile and 
a half from its remaining route. He says 
pes to make a magnificent thorough- 
t. ot Randolph street, as it is 160 feet wide 
between Fortieth and Forty-eighth avenues, 
including twenty-eight feet in the middle, 
which is fenced in by the Suburban company. 


Examining Judge Tuley’s Ruling. 

Mr. Hunter first went to Judge Tuley’s 
court to look at the decree obtained by Ald. 
‘cully. This, he said, covered “the west 
track in Fortieth avenue and the tracks in 
Randolph street, between Fortieth and Fifty- 


Second averiues.” Armed with this knowl- 


edge, he went to Acting Mayor Walker. He 
said: 

My people have tasted blood and want 
more.

The following order was issued by the 
chief to the general officers: 

** Inetruct your subordinates to give notice 
to all persons having slot machines in their 
stores or places of business, used for gam- 
bling or chance, removed from their prem- 
ises within forty-eight hours. This applies 
to penny machines as well as nickel machines 
and includes the slot machines which display 
poker hands for which money and cigars are 


won. 

The only slot machines exempt from con- 
fiscation are those ysed for the sale of goods 
which deliver a certain article or quantity of 

s for a certain uniform price. 

“After forty-eight hours from this date 
you will confiscate and destroy all machines 
prohibited by this order found in your di- 
vision and forward to the secretary of police 
all coin found therein, with report in each 
ana.” . 

Money taken from confiscated machines 
will go to the police pension fund.

Ald, Leininger Makes“ Flat Denial of 
Accusation That He Had Arranged 
to Receive $200 for Pushing Switch 
Track Ordinance Through Council 

. W. Gates Also Contradicts Con- 
tractor’s Story—Aild. Kunz Wen 
Make His Statement Today. 


Unless additional and unexpected wit- 
nesses are found the investigation of the 
charges made by Joseph Hanreddy against | 
Ald. Stanley Kunz and Ald. George Lein- 
inger will be closed today so far as the grand 
jury is concerned. 

Voluntarily facing the grand jurors yes- 

y afternoon, Ald. Leininger flatly de- 
nied Hanreddy's claim that the city father 
had boasted of arranging to get $200 for 
piloting the Gates Iron works switch track 
ordinance in the city council. Philetus W. 
Gates, manager of the company, which is 
now a part of the Allis-Chalmers plant, ap- 
peared, too, and told his story, directly con- 
tradicting the charges of the contractor. 

Ald, Stanley Kunz will be given a chance 
to tell his side of the case if he cares to ap- 
pear before the grand jury today, but no 
2 demand that he attend and testify will 


- Sates Contradicts Hanreddy. 
Mr. Gates brought out the first points to 
conflict directly with Hanreddy’s story, and 
his statements were supported by Judge 
Dunne, who later was called as a witn 

“ Not one cent was promised to any . r 
man for supporting that ordinance,” asserted 
Mr. Gates, in part. “I met Hanreddy sev- 
eral times, it is true, especially during nego- 
tiations looking to the purchase of the prop- 
er, On account of which he made his objec- 
tions to the proposed switch track., 

Then he told of the arbitration board se- 
lected to place a price on the property, which, 
80 Hanreddy claims, would have been ren- 
dered valueless had the ordinance passed and 
switch tracks ancircled the land. 

Wi'. selected Judge Dunne as our member 
of the board, and Mr, Hamreddy chose J udge 
Hanecy, and these two selected J udge Neely 
as the third member,” explained Mr. Gates. 
“Judge Dunne placed the value at $7 000, 
Judge Neely at $0,000 and Judge Hanecy at 
$11,000. Because there was no agreement, 
and with the consent of both sides, these ne- 
gotiations then were called oft.“ 

Mr. Hanreddy, in his explanation of this 
matter, had contended that he was willing 
to abide by the decision, and that the com- 
backed Judge Dunne was in- 
Vv to appear before the jury, tl 
confirmed Mr. Gates’ 
particular. 4 

Alderman’s Denial Vigorous. 

Ald. Leininger followed Mr. Gates. He 
denied the charges vigorously, and coupled 
the denial with the threat of prosecution 
for criminal libel. He asserted that he had 
never discussed the ordinance with Hanred- 
dy because he scarcely knew the contractor 
by sight. 

“Every word he has said is false as far 
as I am concerned,” said the alderman. ‘I 
never talked with Hanreddy about this mat- 
ter in my life. I never sought money, never 
Was promised any money, nor ever talked 
with any one about money in connection with 
this measure. I reintroduced it in the council 
because I believed that the company should 
have this privilege, as it meant a big addi- 
tion to the plant and the employment of 600 
or 700 additional men. It meant more pros- 
perity for the Sixteenth ward and its citi- 
zens. That was my only motive.”

Rock Island Holds Out. 

A special committee of the western immi- 
grant bureau held a meeting in Chicago yes- 
terday for the purpose of devising a plan for 
settling the differences which exist among 
the interested roads regarding the division 
of the business. 

No conclusion was reached, however, as 
it was found impossible to find a way whereby 
a falr share of the business could be allotted 
to the Rock Island’s Ei Paso route. The 
Rock Island declines to rejoin the bureau 
until it is given proper recognition for its 
new line. 

The Union Pacific, which withdrew from 
the bureau a short time ago, has come back 
in the fold and this has spoiled the plan of 
giving the Rock Island the larger part of 
the percentage which had been the Union 
Pacific's proportion. The Santa Fe is now 
expected to give up a large part of its allot- 
ted percentage to the Rock Island, but it is 
not inclined to make the concession unless 
the Southern Pacific lends a helping hand.

Santa Fe Meets a Cut. 

Notice was given by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe that & will meet the reduction 
made by the St. Louis and San Francisco 
road in the rate on wire and nails in order to 
protect Chicago. 

On July 14 the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco announced that on Aug. 1 it would put 
in effect a rate on wire and nails in carloads 
from Memphis, St. Louis, and East St. Louls 
to Wichita of 50 cents The rate had pre- 
viously been 60 cents from Memphis and 56 
cents from St. Louis. 

This action disturbed the proper differen- 
tial as between and St. Louis, and 
is looked upon by the Santa Fé as a direct 
blow against the Chicago roads and manu- 
facturers. For this reason it has decided to 
put in effect at once the same rates from 
Chicago as are made by any other road via 
Memphis or St. Louis. 


New Trouble Breaks Out. 


Fresh trouble has been caused among 
eastern lines over differential rates. While 
the standard lines are anxious that dif- 
ferential rates should be abolished the dif- 
ferential lines are gradually extending the 
system into new territory. 

The Baltimore and Ohio has just decided 
to apply its passenger differential to terri- 
tory west of Chicago, the same as the Nickel 
Plate has heretofore done. 

Other differential lines will be certain to 
follow this bid for through business and 
further complications are likely to be caused 
by the Michigan Central, which is classed 
as a standard line taking steps to hold its 
own against the competition of the dif- 
ferential lines.

TO BE RECONSTRUCTED. 


Men and Their Friends Raising 
$10,000 to Pay for the

The First Cavalry, I. N. d., is soon to have 
an armory, with thirty horses, a drilling 
arena, equipments, dressing rooms, reception 
room, and officers’ quarters, according to 
plans of Col. E. C. Young of the regiment, 
which he hopes to have brought to a suc- 
ceasful iasue by Sept. 1. For the purposes 
of the armory the building at 521 to 527
